Aberdeen-Angus Cattle 


By Walter A. Sandeman, Morden House, 
Guilden Morden, Royston, Herts. 


The following notes from this country 
may be of interest to ‘your readers. The 
easiest sold beef cattle are well finished Ab- 
erdeen-Angus of from 700 to 800 pounds 
live weight, and by careful feeding good 
quality beasts of from twelve to eighteen 
jnonths old can be brought to these weights. 
The enciosed cutting will show the high 
prices this class of cattle are now making in 
the market. Small joints of fine quality are 
always in demand, large ones being re- 
quired only in exceptional cases, and_ the 
young Aberdeen-Angus is the ideal animal 
for producing the former. 

Two great causes are at work for causing 
the butchers to look for such animals, one 
is that families are smaller than they used 
to be, also the number of servants; and sec- 
ondly all cooking in private houses in town 
is done in small gas stoves in which large 
joints cannot be handled. A result of the 
above is that the taste for matured strong- 
tasting meat exists in few places only in 
the country. Young, tender, juicy meat be- 
ing in demand. The opportunity for breed- 
ers of Aberdeen-Angus cattle to push their 
goods to the front is a very favorable one, 
and the demands for them look like it was 
increasing. 


From the Live Stock Journal, London, 
Friday, October 3d, is taken the following 
clipping showing prices in Scotland. Noie 
the advanced prices made by representa- 
tives of the Aberdeen-Angus breed: 

“Supplies of fat cattle again showed a 
decline from the usual average of numbers. 
As compared with last ‘year it is worth no- 
thing that the chief difference lies in the 
top quotations. Prices for first quality have 
been generally from 57s. 6d. to 76s. per cwt., 
while for the corresponding date last year 
the prices ranged from 56s. to 68s., thus 
showing that there is a big rise on the very 
top quality of meat cattle that are now 
reaching the markets. In keeping with 
London prices, however, there was a slightly 
easier tendency towards the end of the 
week. Dundee’s top quotation was 72s. per 
ewt., and at that centre the average for 
first quality was 68s. 9d., and at Elgin 76s., 
both being for Aberdeen-Angus sorts. At 
Glasgow the best Aberdeen-Angus made 
from 68s. to 72s., with an extreme of 76s., 
and cross-bred sorts of Shorthorn type made 
58s. to 66s. A black-polled bullock of 10 
ewt. made at Inverness a top price for that 
market of 80s. 3d.,-the general average for 
first quality Aberdeen-Angus being 71s., as 
against 66s. for cross-bred Shorthorn cattle. 

“As regards store cattle numbers also 
showed a substantial falling off. At a large 
special sale at Stirling black polled bullocks 
were quoted up to £21 12s. 6d., and heifers 
up to £21 17s. 6d. At Elgin there was held 
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the second of the autumn sales of store cit 
tle, and though there were no lots of out:

Your letter in the Journal of October 16th 
also the one by our good friend Mr. Hart- 
ley, our Progressive Government was to the 
point and I hope every Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder in the United States will read them. 

While I am a small breeder and do not 
handle many cattle, I am of the same opin- 
ion in regard to the small breeder. They 
are the men who need the help and en- 
couragement of the larger breeder as well 
as the help of the Association. One of the 
things that I have come in contact with 
more than any other in the lasé two ‘years 
while judging cattle at the different fairs, 
and while engaged as the leader of beef 
calf clubs, is the question: “Why don’t 
your association do something for us in the 
way of prize money and boosting the 
breed.” 

We have the best breed of cattle on earth 
and if we still continue to let two or three 
men run our association; elect their own 


officers; spend our money as they please; 
do nothing to encourage the small breeder 
or help him in any way to sell his surplus 
cattle; we need not expect to get anywhere. 

All other breed associations are doing 
everything in their power to help the breed 
and breeders and from reports that come to 
us through other breed papers they are 
selling cattle in fields that Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle should be selling in, as well as any 
other breed. 

What we need most of all is to clean 
house and get behind our breed and co-oper- 
ate as breeders, work together for the good 
of the breed. 

I have been asked this question by a 
number of Ohio breeders over the state: 
“What shall we do with our proxies this 
year?” In reply I have suggested that they 
hold all proxies until they hear from the 
Progressive Committee. When they re- 
ceive a letter from Mr. Hartley with a proxy 
enclosed to be sure to sign the proxy and 
return at once. 

While in New England judging cattle this 
fall I was very much surprised to note the 
number of Aberdeen-Angus cattle there 
were in that country.

The year is nearing its end. Aberdcen-Angus breeders have 
lakored along the toilsome road that leads to a brighter future 
a'one and unassistcd insofar as the parent association is concerned 
“The fork in the road” has been reached.

WALLACE ESTILL. 

In the passing of Wallace Estill, the 
Journal is called upon to pay respect to one 
of the greatest men that the breed has ever 
known. Mr. Estill passed out of this life 
on October 10, at the advanced age of 76 
years at his Woodland Farm home, near 
Estill, Missouri, near which place he was 
born. The Woodland Farm herd was es- 
tablished in 1882 by Mr. Estill and his part- 
ner, Hugh W. Elliott, who died last March, 
After a few years this partnership was dis- 
solved and Mr. Estill carried on his breeding 
operations, achieving his greatest success 
possibly at the World’s fair at Chicago in 
1893 where he not only won the champion- 
ships in the breed competition but carried 
his great cow Abbess of Turlington 9327 to 
the championship over all breeds. He won 
first in many classes. 

In 1900 the herd was dispersed and this 
is the time when the beloved McHenry se- 
lected foundation material for his great suc- 
cess. Many is the time that Mr. McHenry 
has related to the writer how he perspired 
and “sweat blood” as he said, when bidding 
on these great cattle, the progeny of which 
are carrying on today, claiming as their 
just due a goodly share of the top prizes 
in the show rings of this generation. The 
breed has been exceedingly fortunate to 
have been able to count amongst its ad- 
mirers and stalwart breed builders such men 
as Wallace Estill. 

Few were the writer’s opportunities to 
meet Wallace Estill, but those few times 
were sufficient to develop a strong friend- 
ship and high admiration for him. Thus 
we pay tribute to a true friend and citizen.

ttle come This is a field that our par- 
ae association should be cultivating at this 
very moment. Mr. Gusher says: 

“The present situation 1n the pure bred 
live stock industry is mixed. Producers of 
sure bred hogs, beef cattle and draft horses, 
on the one hand, have had an unsatisfactory 
market for their surplus breeding stock for 
the last two or three years. Business with 
preeders of pure bred dairy cattle, on the 
other hand, is good enough to make them 
quite cheerful while rank optimism rules 
among most of the pure bred flock masters. 

“These diverse conditions are due to the 
fact that periods of adversity and prosper- 
ity in pure breds tend to parellel the broad 
ups and downs of market prices for the 


the number of beginners in the business of 
producing pure bred beef cattle has been 
very small. 

“Because of the slow demand, average 
prices have been at only a small premium 
and sometimes at no premium at all over 
market prices, so that a great number of 
pure bred males, and some females, have 
reached the open market as fat steers and 
heifers. 

“The turn in the road seems to have been 
reached, however. The range industry has 
passed the worst stage of readjustment and 
the status of the cornbelt farmer has im- 
proved enough to increase his interest. Let- 
ters just received from the secretaries of 
the registry associations of the beef breeds 
indicate that the demand for bulls has in- 
creased. The fact that breeders have sold 
so closely via the steer market route has 
resulted in some strengthening of prices. 
One secretary expresses a belief that this 
will be followed by a better demand for fe- 
males next year. Prices of both males and

corresponding kinds of live stock, but with 
a lag of several months to a year or more.

“The beef cattle business in the western 
and southwestern range states which are 
the great breeding ground of commercial 
cattle, has been in the throes of liquidation 
since 1919. Each year many cattlemen have 
been forced to close out their herds to pay 
overdue bank debts, and others have been 
able to survive only by dint of the strictest 
economy. Such cases are showing up this 
year, although the number of outfits that 
will have to be closed out promises to be 
smaller than last year if the market prices 
hold up. Under such conditions of financial 
distress, the replacement of bulls has been 
neglected from necessity. Where purchases 
have been made, a lower grade of sires has 
been used than cattlemen would have taken 
if their finances permitted. Similar condi- 
tions, although much less intense, have pre- 
vailed among beef cattlemen in the corn- 
belt and elsewhere. Farmers have not had 
the funds to invest in pure bred beef bulls 
or improving commercial herds, and also

females are probably at the lowest point 
they will reach in a long time. * * * *” 

Alreadv there are a number of extensive 
herds of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the Rio 
Grande country but there is room for many 
more herds of these superior beef making 
cattle on either side of this National boun- 
dary line. Old Mexico and the States ad- 
joining on this side constitute the greatest 
tract of natural commercial cattle breeding 
territory on the continent, a territory which 
should have most careful development at 
this time. The degree of success attained 
by the men who restock this country is go- 
ing to depend largely upon the quality of 
bulls used year after year. Let us hope 
that nothing but good quality Aberdeen-An- 
gus bulls will find their way into this new 
field, for new it is in a sense of rehabilitat- 
ing.

RLOOD TELLS AT THE BLOCK

C. F. Paymal, of Lenox, Iowa, has been 
breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle for some 
little time and has a first class herd of good 
cattle. Recently he sold a bunch of cat- 
tle on the Chicago market which demon- 
strates clearly the value of good Aberdeen- 
Angus blood when it comes to supplving a 
carcass for the block. He writes: “I am 
sending vou a snap shot picture (which will 
be ured later) of some vearlings that I sold 
on the open market at Chicago on Mondav, 
September 8th, for $11.35 per hundred which 
was 10 cents above the top for the day. 
They weighed $10.85 and only shrunk twen- 
tv and one-third pounds per head. I had in 
the load one heifer out of a half blood Jer- 
sev cow and my herd bull that was a year 
old last April and she weighed 980 pounds; 
her full brother born the 23d of last March 
weighed 640 pounds. They sold for $10.35 
per hundred—pretty good for the mixture. 
John Herring & Son had two loads of Wes- 
tern grade Aberdeen-Angus on the market 
that weighed 1535 pounds and sold for 
$10.65.” Feeders and cattlemen generally 
are requested to consider the advantages of 
using Aberdeen-Angus cattle.

event and the demand was brisk from start 
to finish. The cattle for ihe most part were 
young and just in pasture condition but 
they were the kind men seemed to want and 
they took them quickly. 

The general morale of cattle breeders 
seems to be raising to a higher level as they 
begin to see light breaking on the horizon of 
the new day. There is no reason on earth 
why any sales listed for the remainder of 
this winter should not be outstanding events 
as the general trend of affairs calls for a 
bigger and better cattle business for next 
year and the years to follow. John Clay 
& Co., Live Stock Commissioners, Chicago, 
are responsible for these figures which 
mean something to cattlemen. They say: 
“Cattle consumption exceeds production; 
during the months of August and Septem- 
ber general receipts of cattle at our nine 
points were about 100,000 less than last 
year—or about 4 per cent. But what of the 
movement of feeders back to farms to make 
beef for the future? A decrease of 24 per 


cent. Here are the figures:

With 4 per cent less cattle the kill in- 
creased 6.6 per cent—a no mean increase. 
Is it remarkable that the market on beef 
cattle was not in better shape? And will 
not this decreased outgo of feeding stocks 
mean lighter beef supplies later? This may 
be a pretty good time to stay in the cat- 
tle feeding business, particularly as the 
markets have been offering what look like 
real bargains of late.”

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Texas Foot and Mouth Disease Outbreak 
From ‘‘The Cattleman’’

September, appears to have been stamp- 

mS out in less than one month. — 

The infection was first found in a herd of 
cattle located about twenty miles south of 
Houston, by a veterinarian who had been 
called to examine an animal found to be 
suffering from an unknown disease. The 
prompt action in calling the veterinarian by 
the owner of this herd, Dr, Wm. States Jac- 
obs, a Presbyterian minister of Houston, 
Texas, resulted in the authorities being able 
to get the situation well in hand before the 
infection could spread over a large area. 

While the disease was never _found 
over a large area, several herds in ad- 
dition to the Jacobs cattle and _locat- 
ed in the same vicinity were found 
to be affected. All of the cattle found 
with the disease were promptly slaughtered, 
buried and covered with lime and dirt. In 
addition to the infected cattle, those which 
had been in contact with them were also dis- 
posed of in the same manner. This is the 
only way yet discovered to stamp out the 
disease. Live stock disposed of in a foot 
and mouth eradication campaign are valued 
by appraisers appointed for that purpose, 
and the owners are paid by the State and 
Federal Governments. 

No doubt few people realize the vastness 
of the undertaking in stamping out an out- 
break of foot and mouth disease. Quick and 
efficient action is necessary. The prepara- 
tion of a trench to bury several hundred 
cattle is no small task. The procuring of 
machinery and labor to do this work, the 
proper handling of the live stock and carry- 
ing on of these operations so as to not 
spread infection, requires a large and well 
organized force of experts with great exec- 
utive ability at its head. The live stock san- 
itary authorities of Texas and the Governor 
of the State displayed splendid judgment in 
asking the Federal Government, the highest 
and most powerful authority in our land and 
the most experienced, to supervise the work. 

The Bureau of Animal Industry of the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
detailed Dr. Marion Imes to work with Mr. 
Boog-Scott and the State forces. Dr. Imes 
had had experience in past outbreaks of foot 
and mouth disease, and came to Houston di- 
rect from California, where he had been 
fighting the disease for several months. Dr. 
Imes brought with him a corps of men who 
had been with him in California. 

Previous to the discovery of foot and 
mouth disease in Texas, the most recent 
outbreak was in California, which was found 
in February of this year. In 1914 the in- 
fection was found in the middle western 
states and got into the Chicago Stock Yards. 
That outbreak spread over twenty-two 
states and was not completely stamped out 
for many months. It required several 
months to get the California outbreak under 
control, and that state has just recently 
been pronounced free from infection. 

_ Investigation has not been able, up to this 
time, to trace the source of the infection in 
Texas. Several possible sources have been 
reported, but nothing definite in this respect 
has been found. It was erroneously report- 
ed that the infection was brought in by some 
og maparted from Brazil through Mexico 
Th on tin, of San Antonio, Texas.

eral months under observation by State and 
Federal authorities and underwent tests for 
the purpose of determining whe‘her or not 
they had infection of any kind. It has been 
definitely determined that these bulls could 
not have brought the infection. 

The quarantine established by the State 
and Federal authorities included Harris and 
Galveston Counties and those portions of 
Brazoria and Fort Bent Counties lying east 
of the Brazos River. The State quarantine 
prohibits the movement from this area of 
live stock and other things which can carry 
the infection. It was to be expected that 
every state would place an embargo against 
many Texas products. The first quarantine 
established by other states were very rigid. 
Some of them are still maintaining such re- 
strictions. However, other states have 
amended their regulations materially. Ok- 
lahoma, Kansas, Missouri and Illinois have 
modified their regulations so that feeder 
cattle and sheep from the western and 
southwestern country can move freely into 
those states. As the disease is under con- 
trol and apparently stamped out, it seems 
probable that all states will, at an early 
date, modify their regulations so that the 
movement can get back to normal.

The duties of the position are to assist in 
planning and conducting animal-husbandrv 
investigations carried on at field stations in 
cooperation with State agricultural experi- 
ment stations, including management of an- 
imals, tabulating analysis of data, prepara- 
tion of bulletins, and answering correspond- 
ence. 

Competitors will be rated on education 
and experience, and a thesis or publications 
to be filed with the application. 

Full information and application blanks 
may be obtained from the United States 
Civil Service Commission, Washington, D. 
C., or the secretary of the board of U. S. 
civil-service examiners at the post office or 
customhouse in any city.
